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Foreword 


IN  A  WORLD  accustomed  to  seeing  its  news  in  pic¬ 
tures,  deriving  much  of  its  amusement  from  films, 
preserving  everything  from  childhood's  first  step  to 
vacation  trips  with  the  ubiquitous  camera,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  scholars,  too,  turn  to  pictures  to  solve 
many  vexing  research  problems.  Because  of  the  con¬ 
centration  of  headquarters  of  national  organizations  as 
well  as  government  agencies,  the  nation's  capital  is  rich 
in  unusual  pictorial  resources  that  unfortunately  have 
not  always  been  easily  accessible  because  their  avail¬ 
ability  and  content  were  heretofore  unrecorded. 

For  the  historian,  librarian,  art  editor,  student,  audio¬ 
visual  producer,  artist,  designer,  and  others  whose  pro¬ 
fession  often  requires  them  to  locate  the  finest  picture 
available  on  a  given  subject,  this  directory  was  under¬ 
taken.  Sponsored  by  the  Federal  Library  Committee  and 
supported  by  a  grant  from  The  Morris  and  Gwendolyn 
Cafritz  Foundation,  it  attempts  to  provide  a  key  to  the 
pictorial  collections  in  the  Washington  area,  thus  open¬ 
ing  doors  to  an  incredible  range  of  subjects,  many  of 
them  in  surprising  locations.  One  can  find,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  pictures  of  medical  treatment  and  training  pro¬ 
grams  from  1960  to  date  in  such  countries  as  Brazil, 
Ceylon,  Colombia,  Indonesia,  Nicaragua,  Tunisia,  and 
the  West  Indies  at  Project  Hope;  photographs  relating 
to  Afro-American  history  and  culture  and  community 
life  in  Anacostia  in  the  Smithsonian's  Anacostia  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Museum;  architectural  renderings  of  pro¬ 
posed  Metro  stations  in  the  Washington  Metropolitan 
Area  Transit  Authority;  photographs  of  street,  highway, 
and  airfield  paving  in  the  Asphalt  Institute;  pictures  of 
significant  events  and  prominent  figures  in  American 
Jewish  history  at  the  B'nai  B'rith  Exhibit  Hall;  slides 
and  photos  of  highway  accidents,  crash  tests,  and  road 
hazards  at  the  Insurance  Institute  for  Highway  Safety; 
and  World  War  II  paintings  including  artists  Tom  Lea, 
Peter  Hurd,  Reginald  Marsh,  and  Aaron  Bohrod  among 
others,  a  German  War  Art  collection,  and  original 
drawings  and  cartoons  from  Yank,  the  Army  weekly, 
in  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Military  History,  Army  Art 
Activity. 

In  addition,  the  directory  outlines  regulations  regard¬ 
ing  access,  availability  of  reproductions,  and  hours  ol 
service. 
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The  Federal  Library  Committee  is  indebted  to  The 
Morris  and  Gwendolyn  Cafritz  Foundation  for  under¬ 
standing  the  need  for  a  directory  of  this  kind  and  for 
making  its  compilation  and  publication  possible.  I  am 
sure  that  the  many  users  of  this  volume  who  find  their 
pictorial  reference  and  research  problems  eased  by 
recourse  to  its  listings  will  share  in  our  appreciation  of 
that  understanding  and  support.

Preface 


THE  IDEA  of  compiling  a  directory  of  pictorial  re¬ 
sources  for  public  use  originated  in  a  series  of  discus¬ 
sions  with  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Prints  and 
Photographs  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  The 
book  would  have  remained  in  the  realm  of  wishful 
thinking,  however,  had  it  not  been  for  the  enthusiasm 
and  good  offices  of  Renata  V.  Shaw,  bibliographic 
specialist  in  that  division,  who  suggested  the  project 
to  Frank  Kurt  Cylke,  then  executive  secretary  of  the 
Federal  Library  Committee.  Recognizing  the  potential 
value  of  the  directory,  Mr.  Cylke  presented  a  formal 
proposal  to  The  Morris  and  Gwendolyn  Cafritz  Founda¬ 
tion,  established  by  the  late  Mr.  Cafritz. 

The  Cafritz  Foundation,  which  encourages  cultural, 
educational,  and  developmental  activities  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  generously  provided  the  necessary 
financing.  Alan  Fern,  chief  of  the  Prints  and  Photo¬ 
graphs  Division,  served  as  consultant  on  the  project, 
his  wide  background  and  considerable  experience 
proving  to  be  valuable  assets. 

The  directory  is  designed  to  provide  information  on 
the  availability  of  visual  materials  in  the  Washington 
area  not  only  to  specialists  working  in  the  media  but 
also  to  a  wide  variety  of  other  potential  users  of  pic¬ 
torial  materials.  Much  of  the  information  provided 
here  has  not  been  readily  available  previously,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  book  will  thus  open  up  entire  new 
areas  to  researchers. 

As  is  the  case  in  any  broad  survey  such  as  this,  no 
claim  may  be  made  for  total  coverage  of  all  pertinent 
resources.  A  number  of  important  private  and  public 
picture  collections  are  not  included,  for  example,  sim¬ 
ply  because  the  organizations  having  custody  of  the 
collections  were  unable  to  provide  the  necessary  in¬ 
formation.  Limitations  on  the  size  of  the  directory  also 
dictated  the  omission  of  the  public  information  offices 
of  certain  government  agencies  and  private  organiza¬ 
tions.  It  should  thus  be  kept  in  mind  that  some  institu¬ 
tions  not  listed  in  this  volume  do  maintain  working 
files  of  photographs  available  to  the  general  public  or 
specialized  groups. 

Overall,  the  directory  is  divided  into  two  major  sec¬ 
tions  listing  government  and  private  organizations, 
respectively.  The  government  section  is  further  sub- 
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divided  into  agencies  and  units  within  agencies.  The 
diverse  nature  of  the  collections  included  has  required 
a  certain  flexibility  in  the  individual  descriptions.  In 
cases  where  the  subject  content  of  the  pictures  is  the 
important  element,  a  "Subjects"  heading  has  been 
used.  For  the  more  diverse  and  larger  collections — for 
example,  those  of  art  galleries  and  major  photo  repos¬ 
itories— subject  headings  would  be  of  little  value  and 
a  "Resources"  category  thus  seemed  more  appropriate. 

To  the  staffs  of  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Federal  Library  Com¬ 
mittee  we  give  our  very  special  thanks  for  their  en¬ 
couragement,  advice,  and  assistance.  To  all  of  the 
following  we  also  acknowledge  our  indebtedness: 
James  W.  Moore,  Joseph  Thomas,  and  Mayfield  Bray 
of  the  Audio-Visual  Division  of  the  National  Archives 
and  Records  Service;  Milton  Kaplan,  formerly  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  Prints  and  Photographs  Division, 
who  helped  us  sharpen  our  ideas  and  be  more  precise 
with  our  words;  Betty  W.  Sutermeister,  whose  work 
as  secretary  of  the  project  often  extended  far  beyond 
her  assigned  duties  and  into  the  fields  of  editing  and, 
at  times,  diplomacy;  and  Edward  Campbell  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  and  James  Pinkney,  formerly  of  the 
Smithsonian  Photography  Services,  for  their  help  in 
opening  doors.

We  ourselves,  of  course,  accept  responsibility  for  any 
other  errors  of  omission  or  commission,  hastening  to 
emphasize  our  hope  that  a  contemplated  revision  will 
correct  the  shortcomings  of  the  present  volume.

Every  two  years  the  Library  of  Congress  solicits  entries 
from  all  artists  for  the  National  Exhibition  of  Prints, 
which  is  selected  by  a  jury,  shown  in  Washington  first, 
and  then  circulated  to  other  American  museums  and 
galleries.  Some  of  the  prints  are  selected  for  the 
permanent  collections  of  the  Library. 

Historical  prints:  original  lithographs,  engravings,  and 
wood  engravings,  primarily  of  the  19th  century,  by 
Currier  and  Ives  and  other  print  publishers.  Popular 
genre  prints,  advertisements,  cartoons,  tobacco  labels, 
and  music  covers.  American  life  and  society,  historical 
events,  Presidents  and  their  activities,  politics,  theater, 
industry,  agriculture,  transportation,  wars  and  military 
activities,  fashion. 

Posters:  international  in  scope,  from  the  1850's  to  the 
present,  numbering  over  60,000.  About  10,000  Amer¬ 
ican.  About  50,000  from  Europe  and  Asia.  Some  ex¬ 
amples:  art  nouveau  from  the  United  States,  France, 
and  Great  Britain;  Austrian  and  German  expressionist 
items;  19th-century  commercial  designs;  WPA  original 
silk  screen  display  posters,  1936-41;  TASS  (USSR)  prop¬ 
aganda  posters;  large  promotional  goals:  presidential 
campaigns,  support  of  World  Wars  I  and  II,  Liberty 
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Loans,  propaganda,  theater,  travel,  motion  pictures,  art 
exhibits. 

Drawings  and  political  and  social  cartoons:  from  the 
colonial  period  to  the  present  with  emphasis  on  the 
post-Civil  War  period.  Political  comment  on  personal¬ 
ities  of  the  past  and  present,  presidential  campaigns, 
foreign  policy,  economic  problems,  and  the  impact  of 
war.  Social  comment  on  a  constantly  changing  society 
from  the  increased  industrialization  of  the  19th  century 
through  the  beginnings  of  the  space  age:  urbanization, 
effect  of  the  communications  revolution,  labor, 
women's  rights,  etc.  British  cartoon  collection,  color 
and  black-and-white,  16th-19th  centuries,  dealing  with 
British  life  and  politics,  with  some  coverage  of  the 
American  scene. 

Drawings  by  American  illustrators:  over  7,000  19  th- 
and  20th-century  original  illustrations,  cartoons,  dec¬ 
orative  and  humorous  drawings  published  in  maga¬ 
zines,  by  such  artists  and  illustrators  as  Charles  Dana 
Gibson,  Thomas  Nast,  and  W.  A.  Rogers.  A  substantial 
number  of  drawings  originally  made  for  reproduction 
in  the  New  Yorker  magazine. 

Photographs:  probably  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
comprehensive  collections  in  the  country.  Chiefly 
documentary,  but  including  all  kinds  of  photographic 
expression.  Original  film  and  glass  negatives  and 
original  daguerreotypes.  American  life  and  society 
from  the  invention  of  photography  to  the  present,  with 
emphasis  on  the  period  from  the  Civil  War  through 
the  first  half  of  the  20th  century.  Comprehensive 
foreign  coverage.  Views,  historical  events,  performing 
arts,  transportation,  military  and  naval  history,  por¬ 
traits,  fashion,  politics,  commerce,  industry,  agricul¬ 
ture,  science,  and  the  esthetic  and  technical  history  of 
photography.  Some  of  the  major  collections  are:  Civil 
War  photographs  by  Mathew  Brady  and  associates — 
cities,  towns,  bridges,  ruins,  battle  areas,  forts,  camps, 
parades,  hospitals,  naval  activities,  artillery,  informal 
scenes  of  camp  life,  casualties,  and  the  dead  on  the 
battlefield.  Detroit  Publishing  Company— national  cov¬ 
erage  of  views  (1898-1914),  mainly  of  streets,  buildings, 
monuments,  scenery,  transportation,  industry,  and 
some  aspects  of  daily  life.  A  substantial  group  of 
photographs  on  the  opening  of  the  west,  the  settlers, 
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cowboys,  and  conflict  with  the  Indians  in  the  Lawrence 
and  Houseworth,  Grabill,  Erwin  Smith,  E.  S.  Curtis,  and 
other  collections.  The  period  between  the  turn  of  the 
century  and  the  early  thirties  in  the  George  Grantham 
Bain,  National  Photo  Company,  American  National 
Red  Cross,  the  Frank  G.  Carpenter  collections.  The 
Farm  Security  Administration-Office  of  War  Informa¬ 
tion  collection  (1935-46) — the  land  and  land  use,  farm¬ 
ing,  deprived  peoples,  migrant  workers,  sharecroppers, 
government  projects  to  relieve  the  depression,  social 
conditions,  small  towns,  selected  large  cities,  indus¬ 
tries,  war  production,  factory  workers,  shipbuilding, 
housing  conditions  in  war  time.  Nazi  photographs  cap¬ 
tured  during  World  War  II — history  of  the  Nazi  party 
and  its  leaders,  Hitleriana,  official  celebrations  and 
meetings,  propaganda  exhibitions,  cartoons,  youth 
activities,  military  history,  foreign  relations,  conquered 
territories. 

Master  photographs  document  the  significant  aspects 
of  the  development  of  the  art  of  photography.  Roger 
Fenton's  work  on  the  Crimean  War  (1852),  the  Civil 
War  material  of  Brady,  O'Sullivan,  Gardner,  A.  J.  Rus¬ 
sell,  and  C.  N.  Barnard.  Early  movements  in  creative 
photography  represented  by  the  Photo-Secession 
group  (Alfred  Stieglitz,  Edward  Steichen,  Clarence  H. 
White,  Gertrude  Kasebier,  and  others)  and  by  Frances 
Benjamin  Johnston  and  F.  Holland  Day.  Also  the  work 
of  Arnold  Centhe,  Doris  Ulmann,  Edward  Weston, 
and  others.  Farm  Security  Administration  photographs 
by  Dorothea  Lange  and  Walker  Evans.  Work  done  by 
contemporary  photographers  is  added  on  a  continuing 
basis. 

Architectural  history:  drawings  by  Latrobe,  Thornton, 
Bulfinch,  Hallett,  and  Walker  for  the  U.S.  Capitol  and 
other  buildings.  The  Pictorial  Archives  of  Early  Amer¬ 
ican  Architecture — photographic  prints  of  structures  of 
architectural  interest  of  the  17th,  18th,  and  19th  cen¬ 
turies,  mainly  in  the  states  of  New  Hampshire,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  District  of  Columbia, 
Virginia,  and  South  Carolina.  Historic  American  Build¬ 
ings  Survey  (a  joint  project  of  the  National  Park  Ser¬ 
vice,  American  Institute  of  Architects,  and  the  Library 
of  Congress) — precise  measured  architectural  drawings 
(approximately  30,000),  professional  photographs  (ap- 
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proximately  40,000),  thousands  of  pages  of  historical 
and  architectural  documentation  (including  photo- 
grammetry  and  maps)  of  historic  buildings  in  all  50 
states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the 
Virgin  Islands.  The  Frances  Benjamin  Johnston  Collec¬ 
tion — architectural  survey  of  the  southern  states, 
1927-43,  the  interiors  and  exteriors  of  great  mansions, 
details  of  woodwork,  churches  and  churchyards,  row 
houses,  kitchens,  warehouses,  shops,  log  cabins,  inns.

However,  all  Smithsonian 
photographic  holdings  are  being  entered  into  a  cen¬ 
tral  file  with  computer  access,  and  the  office  will 
ultimately  be  able  to  provide  direct  picture  service  for 
the  entire  Institution  (except  for  the  Freer  Gallery, 
National  Collection  of  Fine  Arts,  National  Portrait 
Gallery,  and  Hirshhorn  Museum  and  Sculpture  Garden, 
which  maintain  their  own  photographic  laboratories). 
Specific  requests  are  processed  by  the  office  through 
coordination  with  the  appropriate  division.

Most  of  the  important  objects  in  the  collection  have 
been  photographed.  The  photographic  laboratory  pro¬ 
duces  annually  an  average  of  20,000  negatives,  prints, 
color  transparencies,  and  slides  of  objects  in  the  main 
collection,  in  the  study  collection,  and  belonging  to 
outsiders  who  bring  them  in  for  examination. 

The  library  has  a  file  of  about  5,000  photographs  of  art 
objects  in  other  collections  which  relate  to  objects  in 
the  Freer.  Major  emphasis  is  on  Near  and  Far  Eastern 
art,  but  American  artists  are  also  included.

The  National  Collection's  holdings  of  some  15,000 
items  reflect  the  diversity  of  the  American  achievement 
in  painting,  sculpture,  and  graphics  from  the  18th 
century  to  the  present.  Particular  strengths  lie  in  the 
following  areas:  miniatures,  as  represented  in  the  col¬ 
lection  of  350  portrait  miniatures,  most  executed  on 
ivory,  covering  a  timespan  of  200  years;  the  American 
Impressionists  (John  Twachtman,  Childe  Hassam,  and 
others);  19th-  and  early  20th-century  sculpture,  includ¬ 
ing  the  works  of  William  Zorach,  Paul  Manship,  and 
the  contents  of  the  Florence  studio  of  Hiram  Powers; 
paintings  by  George  Catlin  (445),  Albert  Pinkham 
Ryder,  Abbot  Thayer,  James  Whistler,  Winslow  Homer, 
Frederich  Church,  and  members  of  the  Moran  family; 
the  so-called  "New  York  School"  of  paintings  as 
represented  in  the  S.  C.  Johnson  Collection  of  103 
paintings  executed  in  the  1950's;  and  some  9,000 
prints,  drawings,  and  watercolors,  particularly  strong 
in  19th-  and  20th-century  artists  such  as  Werner 
Drewes  (400  prints),  William  Zorach  (320  prints), 
J.  Alden  Weir  (119  prints),  and  numerous  WPA  artists.

The  library,  which  is  administered  jointly  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Collection  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  National  Portrait 
Gallery,  contains  a  study  collection  of  some  60,000 
folders  of  clippings,  reproductions,  and  photographs 
of  American  painting,  sculpture,  graphics,  decorative 
arts,  and  architecture.  It  also  maintains  a  collection  of 
some  8,000  color  slides  of  works  of  art  belonging  to 
the  National  Collection  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  National 
Portrait  Gallery.  These  are  available  for  loan. 

The  Bicentennial  Inventory  of  American  Paintings  Ex¬ 
ecuted  Before  1914  is  a  national  census  of  paintings 
and,  when  completed,  will  constitute  an  immense  and 
valuable  study  collection,  with  computerized  access, 
of  photographs  and  reproductions  of  American  paint¬ 
ings.  The  material  will  be  indexed  by  artist,  owner,  and 
subject,  and  will  be  ready  for  full  use  by  1976. 

Appointments  should  be  made  before  visiting  non¬ 
public  areas.  Limited  study  facilities  are  available  to 
serious  researchers  in  the  library  and  Registrar's  Office.

The  National  Gallery's  collections  of  over  30,000  items 
include  works  of  the  greatest  European  masters  of  the 
past  700  years.  The  paintings  and  sculpture  collected 
by  the  gallery's  founder,  Andrew  W.  Mellon,  consist¬ 
ing  of  works  by  the  most  important  artists  from  the 
13th  to  the  19th  century,  have  formed  a  nucleus  of 
high  quality  from  which  the  collection  has  grown. 
Other  important  holdings  are  the  Samuel  H.  Kress 
Collection  of  paintings  and  sculpture  of  the  Italian 
schools  of  the  13th  to  18th  centuries  and  Renaissance 
bronzes;  the  Joseph  E.  Widener  Collection  of  painting, 
sculpture,  French  decorative  arts,  and  Chinese  porce¬ 
lains;  the  Chester  Dale  Collection  of  19th-and  20th- 
century  French  painting;  the  Edgar  William  and 
Bernice  Chrysler  Garbisch  Collection  of  American 
primitive  painting;  and  the  Lessing  J.  Rosenwald  Col¬ 
lection  of  over  20,000  prints  and  drawings.

The  History  of  Photography  Collection  consists  of  some 
500,000  pictorial  items  which  reflect  both  the  technical 
and  the  artistic  achievements  of  photography  from  its 
beginnings  to  the  present.  A  highly  specialized  museum 
collection  rather  than  a  picture  archive,  the  materials 
include  approximately  10,000  master  photographs, 
from  daguerreotypes  to  the  present  (1,000  in  color); 
250,000  black-and-white  copy  photographs;  1,000  color 
transparencies;  200,000  glass  negatives  and  10,000  film 
negatives,  mostly  unprinted;  10,000  stereographs;  1,000 
daguerreotypes;  1,000  ambrotypes;  1,000  tintypes;  100 
panoramas;  2,000  posters;  200  prints  on  photographic 
subjects;  a  few  advertisements  and  cartoons.  Of  special

tion  of  150,000  glass  negatives.  The  photographs  in¬ 
clude  representations  of  photographic  apparatus  and 
other  objects  in  the  collections. 

Photographs  by  living  photographers  and  other  items 
restricted  by  copyright  may  not  be  copied.  Only  a 
small  part  of  the  collection  has  been  photographed 
and  the  selection  of  prints  for  sale  is  therefore  small 
and  not  representative  of  the  collection.  The  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  material,  however,  is  unrestricted  and 
available  for  photographing. 

Priority  in  scheduling  appointments  will  be  given  to 
persons  with  museum  or  academic  affiliations  rather 
than  commercial  or  casual  interest.
